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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1, nowhere in the specification discloses a frame having a radiopaque 
material that varies in thickness over an axial length of the midsection of the cylindrical frame. 
Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

fe) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
nas fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AEPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
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122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1, and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lashinski 
etalUS Patent 6,071,296. 

Lashinski et al discloses a stent made of radiopaque material wherein the radiopaque 
material is thicker near the ends of the cylindrical frame than over the midsection (see col. 5, 
lines 63-66 through col. 6, lines 1-5; col. 5, lines 15-17). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lashinski 
et al US Patent 6,071,296 in view of Callol et al US Patent 6,174,329. 

Lashinski et al discloses the invention substantially as claimed. Additionally, Lashinski 
et al discloses a stent that can be altered and be changed with different material composition (e.g. 
metal or non-metal)(see col. 4, lines 64-67). However, Lashinski et al does not disclose a frame 
made of stainless steel and a coating made of gold, platinum, etc. 

Callol et al teaches a stent having a frame made of stainless steel and a coating made of 
gold, tantalum, etc., so it can twist and deform easily and it can be seen from a fluoroscope. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to alter and change the material composition of the frame with the stainless 
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steel core and gold coat of the Callol et al reference in order to change the material property of 

the stent so it can deform more easily and it can be seen from a fluoroscopy 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 24, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Lashinski et al, as shown in col. 5 lines 63-66, discloses a stent formed from radiopaque 
materials. Therefore, from end to end of the stent the device is covered with a radiopaque 
material and at each end an increased amount of radiopaque material is used in order to assist 
accurate placement of the stent. Furthermore, if the stent has a coating of radiopaque material 
along the length, then, the midportion of the stent remain sufficiently radiolucent in order to 
permit fluoroscopic view of a blood vessel lumen. 

Regarding claims 6 and 7, the stent frame comprises a radiopaque material which varies 
in thickness over an axial length.
